On specific cold war issues, 


Kennedy saw some hope that his 
Vienna encounter would break 
the deadlock at the Geneva con- 
ference on Laos over Soviet re- 
fusal to grant cease-fire inspec- 
tors; freedom to check violators. 


But he said Khrushchev struck 


a "serious blow" at, the lengthy 
Geneva talks on a ban on atomic 
tests. He hinted that the United 
States, while not abandoning the 
talks, might soon feel free to 
resume testing. 


"Our most somber talks," Ken- 


nedy added, 
were 
on 
Berlin, 


where Khrushchev, wants lo .boot 
out the Western allies.'Kennedy 
said he made clear America is 
determined' to maintain its right 
there "at any risk." 


To any who might suspect so- 


crcl deals, Kennedy added in re- 
porting on his overseas trip: 


"No advantage or concession 


was cither planned or taken. No 
new aims were slated in private 
thai have not been stated in pub- 
lic on either side," 


"Generally,

Khrushchev 


did not talk in terms of war,1 


Kennedy said. "He believes the 
world will move his way without 
resort to force. Most of all he 
predicted the triumph of commu- 
nism in the new and less devel- 
oped countries." 


Denying this inevitability of the 


Communist victory, Kennedy ap- 
pealed for national support of his 
$4.a-billion program of foreign aid 
for the coming year, much of 
which is earmarked for newly de- 
veloping hinds. "We have no 
more crucial obligation now," he 
said. 


The youthful President spoke 


earnestly and somberly and part- 
ly without text as he recounted 
the high spots of his 9,120-mile 
week's trip lo Europe from which 
he returned Tuesday morning, 
During I'ho afternoon, before go- 
ing on the air at 7 p.m. EDT., 
lie spent l'/a hours briefing con- 
gressional leaders at the White 
House. 


He was most enthusiastic over 


his stops at Paris and London. 
There, he said, he accomplished 
his goal—"to strengthen the unity 
of the West." 


During his May 31-June 2 visit 


with French President Charles de 
Gaulle, Kennedy said, "certain 
doubts and suspicions were re- 
moved on both sides."

Arkansas are prohibited by Act 15 
of 1961', one of many laws passed 
by.'the 1961 Arkansas General As- 
sembly which go into effect at 
midnight, CO clays after the con- 
clusion of the legislative session. 


Other acts which will become 
aw at midnight include measures 
o: 


Make it illegal for a child 12 


years of age or younger to operate 
a motorboat by himself, require 
a parent or guardian to accom- 
pany a girl less than 18 years of 
age to a night club and rriake 
mandatory a 10-day jail sentence! 
or persons caught operating mo-j 
:or vehicles when their drivers li- 
censes are suspended.

Faiibus' $14.n million omnibus bill, 
held unconstitutional by the state 
Supreme Court Monday. 


Faubus said Tuesday he had no 


plans to call a special session until 
after a popular vote June 27 on his 
proposed $(iO million construction 
bond program, a companion to the 
omnibus bill. 


Van Dalsem said the length of 


the special session would depend 
to a large degree on the results 
of the June 27 election. 


Other mailers might also be 


taken up at the special session. 
Van Dalsem said, alter dealing 
\vith affairs for which the law- 
makers were called back into ses- 
sion. 


"We could pass a new redis- 


tricting bill with an emergency 
clause," he remarked. 


A campaign is under way to re- 


fer the 19G1 redistricting act to 
a popular vote at the 1962 general 
election. 


Leaders of a group backing the 


referral campaign have until June 
8 to file petitions containing more 
than 25,000 signatures with the 
.secretary of state's office. 


The redistricting act, as .passed 


by the 1901 legislature, did not 
contain an emergency clause. 


If the referral campaign is suc- 


cessful, the act could not take ef- 
fect pending the outcome of the 
Nov. 1902 general election and the 
state's representatives would have 
to run at large .in the general elec- 
tion.

WASHINGTON (API-President 


Kennedy is doing well in the field 
he knows best— politics and Con- 
gress. But he can't be judged yet 
on his ability in .foreign affairs, 
an area in which he has had the 
least experience. 


His domestic proposals so far 


have 
received 
very agreeable 


treatment in Congress where Re- 
publicans and conservative Demo- 
crats could do him damage any 
time they wanted to team up. 


Kennedy has" handled • Congress 


in just about the way his vice 
president, Lyndon B. Johnson of 
Texas, might have been expected 
to operate if he had been the 
president, 


Johnson, when he was leader of 


the Senate Democrats, followed a 
very moderate course in the legis- 
lation he sought to get through. 
Kennedy has clone the same. Both 
men avoid personal quarrels and 
work hard behind the scenes. 


In all ways except the last they 


operate much as former Presi- 
dent Eisonhosvcr did. His behind- 
the-scenes work was not as ex- 
pert as theirs, but then he seemed 
to have an inclination to keep 
hands off Congress. 


But it is in the foreign field 


that Kennedy is still a rather un- 
known quantity. 


His meetings these past few 


days with French President DC 
Gaulle in Paris and Soviet Pre- 
mier Khrushchev in Vienna didn't 
reveal much except that Kennedy 
and DC Gaulle seemed to get 
along well and Kennedy's rela- 
tions with Khrushchev appeared 
amiable. 


Perhaps Uie fact that Kennedy 


got a chance to size up DC Gaulle 
and Khrushchev at first hand, and 
(hey him, will liclp (heir future 
relations. This may have been the 
main accomplishment of his jour- 
ney. 


The three men seem to have 


settled nothing— judging 
by 
the 


communiques 
issued 
after 
the 


Paris and Vienna meetings— but, 
since they weren't expected to, 
there can be no disappointment 
in this. 


The Kennedy-Do Gaulle com- 


munique said they agreed on de- 
fending Berlin against a Commu- 
nist effort to isolate it or take it 
over. But they were agreed on 
that before hand— it was Ameri- 
can-French policy. 


The Kennedy-Khrushchev com- 


munique was just a little dif- 
ferent—if 
a difference can be 


read into it. 


This said that, while the two 


men discussed a number of prob- 
lems, 
they 
"reaffirmed 
their 


support" for a neutral Laotian 
government and "recognized the 
importance of an effective cease- 
fire."

Links Vote 
Rights to 
Education 


WASHINGTON (AP)-Thc Jus- 


tice Department today contended 
that the right of all American 
children to have an education is 
directly 
related to their subse- 


quent rights as adults lo vote. 


In an unusual court brief, the 


department asserted that if the 
ncccsairy schooling is withheld in 
the formative years, the child 
may later lie unable lo meet vot- 
ing tests laid down by the states. 


On those grounds, the depart- 


ment told a three-judge U.S. Dis- 
trict Court at Baton Rouge, La., 
that a shut-clown of public cduca- 
ion in St. Helena Parish would 
be unconstitutional 


The department said the stales 


have a constitutional duty lo op- 
crate public schools and cannot 
abandon the system to avoid ra- 
cial integration. 


The brief said Louisiana, in 


common 
with 
18 other states, 


maintains a literacy tcsl for vot- 
ing and that such tests have been 
held valid by the Supreme Court. 


"Accordingly, we believe that 


the imposition of such a require- 
ment as a condition to the exer- 
cise of the mosl basic of all rights 
jot a citizen may well impose a 
' corresponding duty upon the Stale 
of Louisiana to furnish its citizens 
with the means by which the con- 
dition can be met," the brief said. 


The St. Helena case originated 


in 1952 on petitions by Negro par- 
ents seeking to have their chil- 
dren admitted 
to 
the 
public 


schools of that parish in Louisi- 
ana. The District Court early last 
year ordered the admissions and 
this was affirmed by the Circuit 
Court of Appeals at New Orleans. 
A few clays later, the Louisiana 
Legislature passed a law author- 
izing local school boards to close 
their schools if a majority of the 
local electorate approved 
that 


course. 


The three-judge court is now 


silting to determine the validity 
of that state law. I asked the 
Justice Department and the attor- 
neys generjl of all the 50 stales 
as well as the Negro plaintiffs 
and the St. Helena School Board 
lo submit their views.
